Pushing the CIP forward

For Todd Barber, the creation of 
a Community Improvement Plan 
was all about finding a flexible way 
to improve downtown Fonthill and 
Fenwick. 

A building he designed at 1471 
Pelham St. has plugged a long stand¬ 
ing gap on Pelham SL in downtown 
Fonthill. 

It’s a model of what can be done 
under the CIP method. 

Peviously, you simply couldn't 
put a business or an apartment in 
a downtown building that met the 
parking bylaw requirements, he said 
of a standard restriction. 

Barber of Forestgreen Creation 
Inc., an architectural and landscape 
design firm, makes his living design¬ 
ing buildings. 

He said he joined the Pelham 
Downtown Beautification 
Committee more than three years 
ago to try to find a way to approach 
downtown revitalization. 

The committee was made up of 
a cross section of business people, 
homeowners, special interest groups 
and youth. It sought ways to improve 
Fonthill and Fenwick downtowns. 

“I brought forth a mandate to 
do to CIP as our first project," said 
Barber. “Planting petunias wasn’t 
going to cut the mustard, we needed 
something large and long lasting.” 


investments. 

It’s an opportunity for 50-cent 
dollars, said Barber about the CIP 
plans. They are growing in popular¬ 
ity across the region. In fact, regional 
council is about to increase funding 
for them. 

In designing its CIP plan Pelham 
used the same consultant as the 
region. It led to the creation of 
design guidelines for CIP funding 
projects. Project plans must con¬ 
form to the guidelines to qualify. 

In submitting designs for funding, 
property owners must be aware of 
the need for detailed plans, he said. 
But with them the town and region 
are quick to process and approve. 
“Going in with a only a napkin 
sketch and magazine clippings 
won’t get you an approval," he said 

“They have to be confident you 
will carry out project," a said Barber 
about municipal and regional 
officials. 

“Thousands of dollars are 
involved, so having quality docu¬ 
mentation is really, really impor¬ 
tant,” he said of providing detailed 
information about construction 
material, colour, signage, lighting 
and other design elements. 

“For a lot of people, it’s hard to 
get their heads around the detail 
and they should invest in those 
drawings."

Dog park gaining support

The decision was made 
after a presentation by Guido 
Mueller, on behalf of the 
Pelham Dog Park Committee, 
that brought to light new 
information on the issue. 

Mueller provided council 
with a new dog park proposal 
put together by the com¬ 
mittee that includes new 
potential sites, as well as sup¬ 
porting documents to allevi¬ 
ate concerns raised by Ted 
Bettle, former manager of the 
Welland and District Humane 
Society, that were included in 
a previous staff report. 

Bettle’s concerns included 
the lessening of volunteer 
involvement, spread of 
canine disease, dog fights, 
annoyance of neighbours 
and passersby, and health 
issues resulting from poop

and scoop problems. 

Mueller said the commit¬ 
tee will be meeting with John 
Greer, the humane society's 
executive director, in the near 
future to discuss the park. As 
Greer is now the organiza¬ 
tion's spokesman, Mueller 
asked that he be consulted 
by the town on the issue. 
The dog park committee 
plans to work in close part¬ 
nership with the humane 
society to ensure the project 
has a positive impact in the 
community. 

Kelly Walsh, Pelham's com¬ 
munity and infrastructure 
services director, also previ¬ 
ously raised concerns about 
the size, location, mainte¬ 
nance and cost of the park, 
which he estimated at about 
$100,000. 

The park, he said, would 


required two hectares of 
land with amenities such as 
benches, refuse locations, 
buffer zones, fences and 
parking. 

Fundraising and mainte¬ 
nance subcommittees are 
being formed by the dog park 
supporters to help lessen 
the cost of the project to the 

Two hectares would not be 
required, Mueller said, but 
instead a parcel of land the 
size of a large soccer field 
— similar to that found at 
Centennial Park. The town 
has space set aside for a third 
soccer field, which could 
instead be used for the dog 
park, he added. 

Mueller, who is also presi¬ 
dent of the Pelham Soccer 
Club, said soccer registra¬ 
tion numbers have remained 


static for some time and he 
does not believe the town 
is in need of the additional 
soccer field. 

The potential for a dog 
park in Pelham has garnered 
mounting support from both 
local residents, many who 
are willing to volunteer their 
time, and businesses, he said. 

“Give the project a chance 
to flourish," he said, adding 
volunteers will be working 
diligently to gather informa¬ 
tion and seek out funding for 
the park. 

The issue is expected to 
come back before council 
within the next 90 days.

“In Fonthill, before recon¬ 
struction of Pelham St. 
began, he said there was a lot 
of interest in applications for 
CIP projects. It has eased off 
while the sewer, water, util¬ 
ity and surface road work 
dragged out through the 

He expects applications 
will pickup now that the work 
is drawing to an end. 

In addition to the Pelham 
St. building he designed 


for his clients, the Volcano 
Pizza and The Happy Place 
buildings have CIP projects 
planned. 

The building at 1471 
Pelham St. is an infilling 
combining elements from the 
downtown design guidelines. 
The three storey-structure 
built into the side Pelham SL 
consists of three top-storey 
apartments, two retail out¬ 
lets facing Pelham St. and 
two basement outlets facing 
Pelham Town Square. 


It combines retail and 
residential elements in a way 
to meet the unique needs 
of downtown Fonthill, said 

The small 500-square- 
foot quality apartments are 
equipped with modem appli¬ 
ances. They have both east 
and west exposures. 

They’re are designed for 


a couple, said Barber. 

“Possibility someone 
who has returned home to 


live near their parents but 
don’t want the hassle of 
homeownership.” 

The retail outlets are 
designed for specialty shops. 

"It’s where you buy that 
something extra,” he said. 

Chez Fromage Etc was the 
first to move in opening up in 
June. The cheese shop began 
in Fenwick in 2007 before the 
shift to Fonthill. 

Owner Nathalie Kita said 
she has already seen a 50% 
increase in business since 


she moved, despite the road 
construction around her. 

“We have a lot of loyal cus¬ 
tomers,” she said. 

Barber said the second 
Pelham shop is leased but 
not ready for announcement 
yet. The two lower ones are 
still available. 

Care was taken in design¬ 
ing the building to follow the 
CIP guidelines for colour and 
construction materials reflect 
neighbouring buildings, he 
said. For example, you don’t 


use vinyl siding. 

Barber, who himself went 
away to school but returned 
to live and work, said people 
like to live in Fonthill even if 
they forget why. 

It’s the convenience of 
having everything in one 
place such as a quality gro¬ 
cery store like Sobeys, top 
drug store like shoppers, the 
plaza, restaurants, library, 
town hall, beer and liquor 
stores and downtown street, 
he said.

ST. CATHARINES - 
Confidence will top the 
curriculum for more than 
100 students aiming for the 
dream of college or university 
this fall. 

They’re the first wave of 
students at the District School 
Board of Niagara’s controver¬ 
sial DSBN Academy — 122 as 
of last week, says principal 
Tom Reynolds. Coming in 
from all around the region, 
they'll dive into a school rou¬ 
tine where they’ll learn the 
same things as any other stu¬ 
dent but take away more. 

The school is geared toward 
students who would be the 
first in their family to attain 
post-secondary education. 
That puts everyone on the 
same track, said Reynolds, 
building up their confidence 
in their ability to succeed. 

“We can’t continue to do 
the same things over and over 
and over again,” he said. 

"That’s why DSBN 
Academy is here. We need to 
try something to make sure 
kids are going on to post-sec¬ 
ondary education.” 

The school, which will 
open in Welland Sept. 6, 
won’t actively look for more 
than the Grade 6 and 7 stu¬ 
dents it’s already accumu¬ 
lated. They can come of their 
own accord, but the first 
wave of students will cap out 
at 150, with seven teachers 
on staff. 

The students will go 
through an extended school 
day built around what is 
essentially the typical school 
curriculum, compressed and 
focused to build toward post¬ 
secondary education. 

Reynolds said students will 
arrive by bus around 8:15 
a.m. and go through a nutri¬ 
tion program and breakfast 
club at 8:25 a.m. 

From there, they’ll plunge 
into their lessons. 

Many optional classes, like 


shop courses, will be cut out 
of the equation, making more 
time for language and math 
lessons. Classes won’t be 
restricted by the 75 minutes 
they have now. 

The bell rings at 3:15 p.m., 
but students will stay an extra 
hour to run through leader¬ 
ship programs. 

Students won't be able to 
jump into the school’s later 
grades. Reynolds said they’ll 
have to start before Grade 9 
so they can get the full ben¬ 
efit of the program. 

The academy, which will 
hold up to 550 students from 
Grades 6 through 12, has 

been slammed by parents 
and politicians for splitting 
off low-income kids into their 
own school. 


In February, Welland NDP 
MPP Peter Kormos called the 
school “apartheid education.” 
Across the aisle, Progressive 
Conservative Leader Tim 
Hudak circulated a petition 
in March seeking to scrap the 
Academy. 

Board superintendent John 
Stainsby said it’s not all about 
income, though. He said the 
region’s rates of students 
applying to college or univer¬ 
sity are 10 to 15% below aver¬ 
age across Ontario. 


He said many kids decide 
as early as Grade 6 not to go 
to college or university. Cash 
is one hurdle, he acknowl¬ 
edged. The other big one is 
confidence and a belief that 
they’d fail. 

“We know many are capa¬ 
ble, but just don’t have the 
structure to get there,” he 

The dollars do factor into 
the curriculum, though. 

Stainsby said aside from 
phonics and multiplication 


tables, academy students will 
learn how to look for work, 
manage debt, find and apply 
for scholarships and put cash 
away for the future. 

Reynolds said parents will 
be involved, too. They’re 
required to put in 15 hours 
of volunteer time with the 
academy. 

“We need to have parents 
feel like part of the school 
and part of the culture,” he 

The culture is a big part 
of the academy’s package, 
Stainsby said. The curriculum 
itself isn’t all that different 
from what students in typical 
schools will get, but the peer 
support, he said, will give the 
academy kids an edge. 

“The kids will all have the 
same mindset,” he said, as 


with no immediate college 
background. He said young 
kids with similar goals often 
support each other, and 
they’ll have seven years to do 
it. 

Reynolds, who has worked 
in school administration for 
eight years, said he’s going in 
concerned mainly with doing 
right by the students. 

"The hopes and dreams 
around this is humbling to 
me,” he said. 

The controversy is there, 
too. But Stainsby said some 
kids and parents want to be 
involved with the new school. 

“It's not for everyone. 
I’m not suggesting it is,” 
he said. “But for those that 
want this strategy, it’s a great 
opportunity.”

L\ s the construction nears completion, 
J- idle celebration is about to begin. 

Last week saw not only the installation 
of a crosswalk at Churchill, but also the 
planting of many of the trees inDowntown 
Fonthill. This week, the top layer of asphalt 
and most of the benches, gardens, and 
trees are to be finished south of Regional 
Road #20. And, the clock—donated by 
Communities In Bloom—will be installed. 

You will recall that the pre-construction 
work—burying of the hydro lines and other 
utilities—began last spring. Construction 
began in earnest last July as the street from 
College to Regional Road #20 was dug up 
fornewwaterandsewerlines. Thatwork 
took until December when the contractor 
poured curbs and added layer of asphalt 

Major work on the Northern side 
of Regional Rd. #20 to Broad St began 
this spring The contractor completed 
the underground work and is finishing 
the curbs, sidewalks, pavers, and other 
"streetscaping” features. The major final, 
but much-needed piece to be completed is 
the traffic signal at #20 and Pelham St The 
Region will now upgrade the traffic signals 
and the contractor will rework the comer to 
be safer and better for pedestrians. 

You will recall that the Federal and 
Provincial government contributed two- 
thirds of the construction costs. The Tbwn 
is also using "Investing in Ontario" funding 
from the Provincial Government to pay for 
most of the costs for burying the utilities. 

Admittedly, this construction has been 
very difficult for many Downtown Fonthill 
businesses. That’s why I am so pleased that 
marry business owners, the Town, members 
of service clubs and other residents 
have teamed up to host Summerfest this 
Saturday. 

Summerfest—to be held from noon to 
midnight on July 23—will celebrate the end 
of construction and the beginning of a newly 
revitalized Downtown Fonthill!

The quandry of quarries 


As 


re Niagara Escarpment 
Commission, I review with my 
colleagues a wide range of reports 
and papers dealing with proposed 
or existing modifications to the

Some of the most complex 
reports deal with the 
establishment or expansion of 
quarries on the escarpment. 
Ontario requires aggregate in large 
quantity for the various roadworks 
and building projects underway 


or anticipated in the future. 
While quarries are necessary for 
development, the question arises 
as to whether or not the Niagara 
Escarpment needs to be the best 
source of that material. 

To better understand this issue 


Commission has a main office 
in Georgetown where monthly 
meetings of the NEC take place 
and a field office in Thornbury to 
serve the Dufferin, Grey and Bruce 
Counties. The office is staffed by 
a senior planner, three additional 
planners and an administrative 
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Afghanistan combat mission nears end 


A fter nearly 10 years as part 
of a NATO operation in 
Afghanistan, Canada recently 
ended its combat mission in the 
troubled country as scheduled. 
Canadian soldiers performed 
bravely and with distinction 
throughout and as we are all too 
keenly aware, 157 of them paid the 
ultimate sacrifice in the cause. 


The Afghanistan mission was 
not a battle that was winnable in 


the same context as previous wars, 
where a winner and loser could 
easily be declared. However, our 
goal in the operation has now 
largely been accomplished - to 
leave Afghanistan to Afghans, in 
a country that is better governed, 


Unfortunately there is no 
guarantee that the Taliban won’t 
re-emerge as a menacing force, 
but extending the combat mission 
further would have done little to 
decrease that future possibility. 

It is now up to the Afghan 
people to chart their course and 
determine their own destiny. 
Hopefully they will continue 
with the positive changes 
that have taken place, such as 



allowing young girls to acquire an 
education - a very basic right we 
too often take for granted in the 
West. It is a daunting task to be 
sure, which is why some Canadian 
troops will stay behind to continue 
to train the Afghan troops. 

To the soldiers who conducted 
themselves so bravely in the 
mission I offer the sincere 
gratitude of the Government of 
Canada as well as the residents of 
Niagara-West Glanbrook. I have 
had the honour of meeting many 
of you and am always impressed 
with the dedication in your service 
to our country. 

I recently had the privilege of 
attending a special weekend of 
events in Niagara Falls that paid 
homage to our veterans. The 
Canadian Veterans National 
Rendezvous was a celebration 
spearheaded by the Canadian 
Veterans Advocacy. It was 


attended by hundreds of veterans 
and their families from Canadian 
combat and peacekeeping 
missions dating back to World 
War 2. 

The festivities included musical 
concerts, marching bands, 
motorcycle runs through the 
beautiful Niagara region as well 
as tributes and services for fallen 
comrades. The organizers and 
volunteers for the event deserve 
accolades for a job well done. The 
veterans I met certainly seemed to 
be enjoying themselves. 

Coming on the heels of the end 
of the Afghanistan mission, the 
weekend was timely. The Minister 
of Veterans Affairs, Steven Blaney, 
was in attendance and brought 
greetings from the Government 
of Canada. In his speech, the 
Minister summed up the event 
well by saying: “This weekend is 
a chance for Canadians to thank 
our Veterans, Canadian Forces 
members and their families for 
their service and sacrifices.” 

It was truly an honour to 
participate with the many fine 
veterans and their families 
who attended the National 
Rendezvous. 


assistant. 

Housed in a former apple juice 
facility, the offices are spartan but 
provide sufficient space for the 
large volumes of records and maps. 
The staff are finalizing reports with 
respect to a proposed expansion of 
the Duntroon Quarry with a final 
hearing decision expected within 
the next few months. 

I am told that the Niagara 
Escarpment Plan allows for 
quarries but staff sometimes 
have concerns that arise because 
existing quarries present 
potential negative impacts to 
the environment and proposed 
expansions can accelerate those 
concerns. 

This latest quarry expansion 
proposal has gone on for months 
and the legal and staffing resources 
have been considerable. The next 
day I attended an open house at 
the Duntroon Quarry itself. Three 
busloads of visitors took a tour 
through the quarry and watched 
a blast demonstration on the last 
section of limestone in the quarry. 

The quarry is about 100 acres 
in size, has operated since 1968 
and has been owned by Walkers 
since 1995. The Amabel formation 
is being extracted to provide 
concrete stone and high quality 
manufactured sands. 

Limestone products range from 
large armour stone (five plus 
tonnes) to limestone fines. When 
quarry extraction ends next year, 
the site will be allowed to fill with 
water to provide recreational and 
natural activities on the site. 

As the GPS guided me to the 
site I passed numerous signs 
and billboards calling for “Save 
our Prime Farmlands” "Save our 
Water” "Stop the Quarry" and 
"Stop the Mega-quarry” (referring 
to a proposed 2,000 acre quarry 
near Orangeville.) 

The field trip was valuable and 
provided some insights to assist 
in the further deliberations on 
quarry expansions in Ontario. 

This experience may prove to be 
of value should there be future 
proposals for quarry expansions in 
the Fonthill Kame area for the sand 
and gravel resources that exist in

Homecoming organizer 
Carolyn Chymko explained 
the Cup was still in transit, 
but that she was still holding 
out hope that it would arrive 
in time for the festivities.
